To the Inhabitants of the Town of Epping, in the County of 
Rockingham, in the State of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. , | 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tions for same. | 

3. ‘To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the Public Library. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray Decoration Day expenses. 

5. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifteen dollars for winding and care of the church 
tower clock. 

6. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for maintenance of Trunk Line on condition that the 
State will contribute an equal amount. 

7. ‘To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for maintenance of State roads. 

8. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for Trunk Line construction on condition that the 
State will contribute an equal amount. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for repairs at Watson Academy. 

10. To see if the town will vote to establish two electric 
street lights at the end of the line now established on Pleas- 
ant Street, one light to be near the residence of Cyrus R. 
Sanborn and the other near the residence of Minot H. Johnson.. 

11. To see if the town will vote to purchase additional 
hose for the Fire Department and appropriate money for same. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) in trust, a legacy bequeathed the 
town of Epping by the late Harriet R. True to provide for 
the care of a cemetery lot. 

13. To see if the town will vote to sell the town hearse. 

14. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from Hedding Camp Ground road to the abandoned 
Smart Road.

Te the Citizens and Tax-payers of the Town of Epping: 


In submitting our annual report, the Selectmen have this 
year followed the plan recommended by the State Tax Com- 
mission. The report shows in detail the financial condition 
of the town, and for what purposes money has been used, 
but we would call attention to the fact that under the balance 
sheet it will be noted that the cash on hand January 31 is 
not so great as for January 31, 1918. There are two reasons 
for this: owing to the fact that the town voted to hire the 
money for reconstruction work on the Trunk Line, this money 
could not be raised by assessment and consequently, since it 
was not raised by taxation, the payment for this work neces- 
sarily came out of the treasury; secondly, last year the town 
received from the State for excise money, $1,109.51; this 
year we received only $37.61, making a difference of $1,071.90. 
It will be noted that the school year now ends August 31; 
consequently the school district have already received their 
appropriation to carry them until August 31, 1919. In view 
of these facts, it would seem that, although there is not so 
much money in the treasury as last year, the town will not 
be as likely to hire money this year as last.

Report of Health Officer 


In accordance with the usual custom I herewith submit 
my report as Health Officer for the year ending January 15, 
1919. 

The great war in which we have been a raped has opened 
the eyes of the people of our country to the necessity of en- 
forcing our present health laws and the making of new ones. 

The Council of National Defense reported that for the 
twelve weeks ending December 7, 1917, there were in 31 can- 
tonments 21,742 new cases of venereal diseases. These dis- 
eases were not contracted at the camps, but in the towns from 
which the men came or through which they passed on the 
way to camp. 

The situation has become so bad that it is now necessary 
for all cases of the above diseases to be reported to the local 
Health Officer. 

There have been 151 cases of influenza reported. Nineteen 
cases of pneumonia developed, and we only lost seven by 
death. This is a remarkably good showing and due entirely 
to the hard and persistent work of our able and proficient 
doctor, A. W. Mitchell. 

I have disinfected each house where a death occurred, and 
some of the others I advised and left with them antiseptic 
sprays, etc. 

The schools, churches and places of amusement were closed 
during the epidemic. 

_ There were also 14 cases of measles and two of tuberculosis; 
the two tuberculosis cases died and the houses were thor- 
oughly disinfected. 

I again earnestly urge the town to raise and appropriate 
enough money to complete the necessary repairs and changes 
in the heating at Watson Academy. 

It is the duty of the Health Officer to aid and advise with 
every citizen of our town in the prevention of disease, and 
the keeping of our town in a good sanitary condition; let us 
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continue td co-operate and try in the future to avoid the re- 
occurrence of any epidemic. ne ee

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School District of Ep- 

VOUT AT APNE Op Bigs 

Herewith I submit my second annual report in the series of 
reports of the District Superintendents. 

By act of the last legislature the end of the fiscal year of 
school districts was changed from February 15 to August 31. 
The appropriations made in the annual district meeting in 
March, 1918, were made to cover the support of schools until 
August 31, 1919. Accordingly this report is rendered at 
this time to carry the work of the public schools up to Au- 
gust 31, 1918. 

BEE), the last report several marked advances have Bits 
made in the development of the local school system. In the 
summer of 1917 extensive repairs were made by the Select- 
men at the High School building; a new furnace was pur- 
chased and set up, a cemented floor laid, flush closets installed — 
in the basement, on the upper floor new lights were cut, extra 
blackboards placed on both sides of. the partition wall and a 
hard wood floor laid. New desks and seats were provided by 
the School District for one of the upper rooms. These alter- 
ations made possible the transfer of the seventh and the eighth 
year pupils to the main room and of the sixth year pupils 
to one of the upper rooms. The other upper room was ar- 
ranged to serve as a recitation and sewing room for the gram- 
mar grades and the rear for a science laboratory. The small 
room formerly used for science was converted into a cooking 
room. ‘This transfer of pupils relieved congestion and re- 
moved all need of the use of the basement of the new elemen- 
tary building for recitation purposes. 

The closing of the parochial school and the reception of its 
pupils into the public school system took place with entire 
success. As a result adjustments in grading became neces- 
sary. Apparently less difficulties than might have been ex- 
pected have been experienced and assimilation has been rapid. 
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The increase in the number of lower grade pupils produced 
a decided lack of text-books. .This lack is being slowly over- 
come. At the beginning of the fall term of 1917 sewing was 
introduced and classes were made up of the girls of the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades. Later a successful drama was 
given by the members of the School Board, the teachers and 
others. From the proceeds a three-flame burner, the usual 
cooking utensils and later a canning outfit were purchased, 
and the supplies used to date have been bought. A small 
balance is still at the disposal of the domestic arts teacher. 
Through the generosity of Mr. A. D. Brown, a sewing machine 
was given to the department. The interest shown and the 
quality of work done by the pupils of these classes is com- 
mendable. Late in the spring an exhibit of work done was 
held at the school building and later at one of the local stores. 
It should be made plain that not one cent of public money 
has been spent in support of this work. It is hoped that 
parents and citizens will visit these classes, will approve, 
will give helpful criticism and will feel enough interest to 
encourage the extension of these courses and to see that 
better equipment and more adequate quarters are provided. 

In the spring of 1917 a good beginning was made in home 
gardening. The fairs held in the several rooms in September 
showed very good results, but many who began did not con- 
tinue through the season. — 

Last spring the call from the state and the nation came 
clear and urgent; the schools of the nation responded as 
never before. Parents and pupils were canvassed and pupils 
were enrolled in a Junior Food Producers’ League. In Ep- 
ping 148 pupils enrolled (7 in the High and 141 in the ele- 
mentary schools). Home gardens for the production of the 
staple crops of beans, corn and potatoes were cultivated. 
The State Department of Public Instruction and the Food 
Commissioner asked that 30,000 home gardens and $100,000 
of crops be cultivated by New Hampshire schools. The sizes 
of the gardens were graduated from five feet by 10 feet for the 
first grade to one-half acre up for the three highest grades of 
the High School. Literature from the state and national 
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officials were distributed. In November of this year one 
afternoon was devoted to fairs for the exhibit of products 
raised in these gardens; unfortunately the day was very 
rainy and parents and citizens did not attend. The exhibits 
were a revelation of the possibilities in this direction. All 
pupils who had home gardens will be awarded badges of mem- 
bership in the United States School Garden Army, which has 
recently been organized on the same plan as the national 
army now in France and in camp, and is under the direction 
of the United States Department of Agriculture and the 
Bureau of Education in Washington, D. C. This organiza- 
tion of school pupils contributed to the winning of the war 
by increasing the production of staple products. A recent 
report to the State Department and to the Food Commis- 
sioner, using the wholesale market quotations of the Boston 
Herald of November 26, 1918, shows that:of the 148 pupils 
enrolled 100 had successful gardens and the total value of — 
these gardens was $1,136.25. The best garden was apparently 
cultivated by a seventh grade pupil, and was. valued at $160. 
Under proper summer supervision and with added incentives 
this amount can easily be doubled or tripled. 

In the fall of 1917 a beginning was made in some of the 
Junior High School branches. The algebra course formerly 
taken by ninth year pupils was given to the eighth year pupils 
also. The work in arithmetic was more than doubled by.the 
addition of courses in concrete geometry ‘(mensuration) to 
the seventh year requirement and in industrial and vocational 
arithmetic to both seventh and eighth year work. At the 
end of the school year the eighth year class was fulfilling the 
full requirement of the State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion with the exception of woodworking. 

Last August the Superintendent made a careful revision of 
the curricula and the courses of the High School, submitted 
this revision to the inspection of members of the State De- 
partment of Public Instruction and to the local School Board. 
The adoption of this revision brought the full approval of 
the State Superintendent for five of the six grades in which 
pupils take Senior or Junior High courses. The former 
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eighth grade is now an‘ approvéd High School grade and 
needs only the equipment for the manual training courses to: 
become complete. : 

Four courses are now offered, two for boys and three for 
girls—the academic classical (for those who intend to enter 
classical or technical colleges), the academic domestic arts 
(for girls who wish to combine the collge preparatory work 
with a course in domestic arts), business for girls and business’ 
for boys. All four curricula will admit students to New Hamp-- 
shire College, the first curriculum to almost all colleges, with 
several more points than the school has heretofore provided 
for; the second preparing for such institutions as Simmons. 
College, institutions where extended courses in the domestic: 
arts are given and for all normal schools. 

Immediate effort should be made to obtain enough tools, so. 
that instruction may be given the boys in manual training. 
The great war has proven conclusively the imperative need 
of developing the practical arts courses in the school. It is 
no longer a question as to their desirability. It is now a 
stern duty that brooks no delay in hastening their progress. 
The development and harmonious adjustment of the funda-- 
mental muscles in the days of pro-adolescence and early 
adolescence is now recognized as necessary to the education 
of the well-equipped man or woman. If brain areas lie dor-: 
mant when they should be stimulated the loss can never be 
entirely repaired. Epping has available adequate room for 
the development of these branches, the talent necessary for 
instruction at the start; lacks only the equipment. 

During the year 1917-1918 several teachers left us for other 
fields and the necessary changes naturally brought about 
some losses in the amount of work done. Nevertheless at 
the conclusion of the year the High School had accomplished 
more than in previous years and the elementary schools had 
gained in scholarship and in discipline. 

The most serious defect of last year’s record and of the 
records for several years previous is the disgraceful tardiness. , 
record. Only one other High School in the state had as many 
eases of tardiness. This record published by the State De-- 
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partment and entered upon its permanent: books cannot but 
reflect. upon the:school, the school officials and particularly 
upon the parents of pupils who are habitually tardy... 

In spite of the efforts of the Headmasters and the Superin- 
tendent frequent infractions of attendance laws occurred in 
the High School and in the elementary grades, especially the 
sixth grade... As a result the High School,’ with a better rec- 
ord of scholarship, with increased equipment and some ad- 
ditional facilities, was only approved :until..December 31, 
1918. Since the present term began. the Headmistress has 
been trying to avert the threatened removal of approval by 
the State Department. If in spite of the ‘most. strenuous 
endeavors the approval is lost, the parents, who are unable 
to see that their sons and daughters arrive at the High School 
Building before 8.45 A. m.; will be responsible for the loss. 
A considerable reduction in the number. of cases has been 
made, but a much greater improvement is necessary.. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


? 


Some definite steps should be taken to care for the health 
of the pupils in our schools. Many towns of the state have 
adopted medical inspection. When rightly administered, 
medical inspection accomplishes much; the expense is not 
large. The experience of your Superintendent in other towns 
makes it his duty to advise that this work to achieve the best 
results should be begun and carried out after the most careful 
study of methods employed elsewhere, and should allow for 
some kind of “follow-up” system. No American community 
can afford to be without this safeguard and protection. 

The High School is sadly in need of repairs; the roof should 
be shingled, the exterior painted, the classrooms and corridors 
tinted. Some simple devices for ventilation should be pro- 
vided, electric lights and bells connecting the recitation rooms 
with the main room installed. | ; 

Several minor, but necessary, repairs should be made soon 
at the new elementary building; as recommended last year 
a good disinfectant should be frequently used in the various 
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rooms of both buildings. Paint and oil will preserve wood- 
work from decay and neglect to repair is seldom: wise economy. 

The condition of the West Epping building demands the 
earliest, possible attention. New windows, a new ceiling, 
better ventilating devices, some arrangement for the more 
uniform heating of the room in the colder months, a thorough 
‘renovation of the outhouses, provision: for better janitor ser- 
‘vice are some of the most urgent needs, 

The general fund should include provision for the gradual 
expansion of practical arts courses in both qementany and 
secondary grades. 

_ The State Committee on Public Ss fata Aa nindoubaiees a 
programme of Americanization in New Hampshire according 
to the plans outlined by the United States Bureau of Educa- 
‘tion. They are urging that every effort be made to see that 
“every man, woman and child in New Hampshire shall be 
able to speak, read, write and understand the English lan- 
euage.”’ To bring this about it is strongly urged that even- 
‘ing schools for the instruction of adults be established in such 
communities as have adults who cannot speak, read or write 
the English language. Fifty to sixty dollars should pay for 
‘the instruction. 

The great international crisis that we have been facing has 
imposed heavy burdens and large responsibilities upon those 
who are directing the schools. Teachers have been leaving 
their calling for more lucrative work in other pursuits; it has 
been very difficult to secure teachers of experience and proper 
training; higher salaries must be paid if we are to keep our 
schools efficient. It is imperative that there be no retrench- 
ment at this critical time. What we do now in the schools 
will determine in large measure the capacity of the American 
Republic to meet the great questions of the future. The boys 
and girls of America are the hope of democracy. The task 
set before our youth is the greatest in human history; for this 
task the preparation given by the home, the school and the 
church must not be neglected in the smallest detail. Upon 
the school is laid great responsibility of training a generation 
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of ‘youth, whose powers of physical strength and endurance, 
of‘ mental alertness and resourcefulness must be. superior, - 
whose steadfastness of purpose, adherence to right ideals and 
unserving, granite character are beyond question, are unassail-- 
able. : 

_In Epping, as in every town and city in America, the citizen 
and the voter must give heed not only to the exigencies of 
the hour but to the future responsibilities that await us all. 
In these days of reconstruction the schools should come first; 
their needs and their achievements must be first in the minds 
and hearts of all good citizens. 

Appended to this report is an outline of the present school 
organization, the usual statistical tables and the roll of honor,,. 
the curricula of Junior and Senior High School courses with 
some explanations. Your careful inspection is respectfully 
requested. ! 

In conclusion, I wish to express my sincere appreciation of 
the co-operation of the School Board, of the efforts of the 
teachers to carry out the details of work outlined and of their 
hearty response to the demands made upon them, also to 
make due recognition of the good will and the support of the 
citizens and the parents.

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In brief explanation of some phases of revision of the second- 
ary program the following statements may be quoted from 
Bulletin No. 85, of the Department of Public Instruction: 

To be approved the school which offers a six-year program 
must show clearly that it accomplishes more work and car- 
ries work farther than a school with a four-year program. 
‘The advantages of the six-year high school are: 

1. Without loss of time, it adds a full year to the pupil’s 
course. In the academic classical curriculum, he takes the 
equivalent of a year of college work in that he takes four 
courses that he would not have otherwise. 

2. In addition it enriches the course by a full year of work 
that has not been given. It gives a year of elementary science, 
one in the practical arts, one in économics and business prac- 
tices and an additional year in French. 

3. It offers from 18 to 22 points for admission to col- 
leges, technical schools and other institutions in place of the 
former 15 to 16 points. : | 

Similar gain is made in the other curricula. Pupils may be 
admitted from other towns after completion of the elementary 
work of the eight grade system and may complete the work 
in five years. They will be admitted to Class IT and will take 
for the first year Science I, Science II, French I, Mathe- 
matics I and Mathematics II. In classes III and IV they will 
do regular work with extra work in French. 

Pupils going from Epping to a school organized on the 
eight-four plan may be admitted to the eighth grade and 
finish their work in five years, if they have completed the work 
of our sixth grade satisfactorily, by taking seventh grade 
United States History in addition. 

The junior high school program consists of four unit courses; 
with B and C subjects. The A subjects are those requiring 
drill and systematic training. The B subjects consist of gen- 
eral exercises and the organization of school activities. The 
C subjects include literature and reading for appreciation 
and information. 
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B and C subjects include the following: 

(1) Personal Periods.—Periods for much personal and 
group instruction and insistence on hygiene, health, habits,. 
manners and morals. 

(2) Drill Periods.—All recitations, oral and written, and all 
exercises must show the completion of elementary subjects.. 
Individual deficiencies in spelling, composition, arithmetic, 
etc., may be met by personal drill. 

(3) Cultural Periods.—Periods for the study of literature 
for expression, for drawing, for singing and for the study of 
current history and the news of the world. 

The program provides for such drill as,is needed in reading,. 
spelling and writing. Whenever it becomes apparent that 
junior high school pupils have forgotten the process of com-: 
puting simple interest or of dividing fractions, or of spelling 
correctly “grammar” and ‘separate’ or of distinguishing’ — 
between the common parts of speech, the B periods should be 
devoted to drill in the recovery of these lost arts. Elementary 
subjects are not to be retaught, but redrilled and a renewed 
insistence placed upon their correct use. 

The academic-classical curriculum is designed for boys wits 
are preparing for a college course that will lead to work in the 
professions, also for girls who desire to enter those colleges 
which still restrict their entrance requirements. The aca-- 
demic-domestic arts curriculum is for girls who wish for four 
vears of Latin. It admits to many colleges, the normal schools, 
Simmons College, New Hampshire College. It is a curriculum 
of very high educational value. |
